THE NEW SPEAKER. 
SKETCH OF THE CAREER OF MICHAEL ©. KERR. 

Mr. Kerr was born near T:tuevilie, Cranford 
County, Pa, March 15, 1827, of parents in mod- 
erate circumstances. He was chiefly self-edu- 
cated, but studied at the Erie Academy, where 
he graduated at the age of 18. Duiing bis at- 
tondance at the Academy Mr. Kerr became at- 
tached to Miss Coover, a school-teacher in Erie. 
and immediately after his graduation married 
her. At his request the mariage was kept a 
eecret until his return from the West, where he 
remained about two years. By teaching school 
Mr. Kerr earned the means to defray bis ex- 
penses atthe Louisville University, where he 
received the Jegree of Bachelor of Laws in 1851. 
In 1852 he began to practice law in the office of 
Judge Smith at New Albany, Ind., nearly op- 
posite Louisville, on the Ohio River. His abili- 
ty, industry, and integrity soon brought him 
to the notice of the public, aud in 1854 be was 
slected City Attorney. One year later be was 
chosen Prosecuting Attorney of the county 
(Flovd In 1856 and 1857 he «as a member of 
the Indiana Legislature. Five years later, in 
1862, be was elected Reporter of the Supreme 
Court of Indiana, and edited five volumes of re- 
ports. In 1864 Mr. Kerr was elected as a Dem- 
ocrat to the Thirty-pinth Congress, in which he 
served on the Committees on Private Land 
Claims and oa Accounts. In the Fortieth Con- 

ess he wasa member of the Committees on 
Fections aud Roads and Canals; in the FPorty- 
first Congress of the Civil-Service Committee, 
audio the Forty-second of the Committee on 
Ways and Means, In 1872 he was defeated for 
Congressman-at-Large in the Forty-third Con- 
gress, by Godiove 8. Orth, the Administration 
candidate, who received a» majority of 126, and 
he was elected to the Forty-fourth Congress in 
1874 by & majority of 1,209 out of a total of 
26,573 votes. .

A PRESIDEN TiAL MISTAKE. 

Wasuisoron, Dec. 9.—ihe President made 
a very sinxalar error in bis anuual message—ove 
which is crea:iug much unfavorable comment 
among the legal fraternity. He says in his mes- 
enge, that Congress should devise some 
method of verifying claims against the Goveru- 
ment than at present exists through the Court 
of Claims, especially those claims growing out 
of the late War, and that a very large percentage 
of the amounts passed and paid are either wholly 
frauduleot or are far in excess. of the 
real losses sustaived. Ihe President then con- 
tinues and refers to the awards made and 
claims feuding fer losses alleged to have been 
sustained on small fa:ims. The blunder made 
by the President is this, that the eubject-matter 
of which he treats is outcide of the jurwdiction 
of the Court of Claims, aod the points which 
be makes have no application to that Court, 
which bas nothing whatever to do wita the class 
of cases alluded to. It is probable that the 
President mtended to refer to che Southern 
claims, and to the way in which fraudulent 
claims bave been gotten through the J reasury 
Departmevt. The President's attention will be 
called to the mictake, aad it is believed that he 
will take an early occasion to rectify it ma mes- 
sage to Congress.

FINANCE BILL. 


Mr. Bogy introduced a bill authorizing the 
payment of duties on imports in legal-tenders 
and National Bana notes. It. provides that on 
and af ter July 4, 1376, the duties on imporis 
may be paid in legal-tenders and National k 
notes or coin, at the option of the importer. 
Mr. Bogy said it was not his iateption at this 
time tv discuss the meriss.of the bill, but be 
looked upon it as a measure tending to specie- 
resumption, and, in his opinion, it was the only 
way the country would ever attain resumption. 
He offered the bill so as to prepare the way for 
this operation. The only way to resame 8 cis- 
payment was by appreciating the paper now in 
circulation. He sas rot ia favor of aay in- 
crease of paper currency, but he wished 
to appreciate that paper. As long, as 
the country bad the system of National 
Banks, whether it was a wise one or 
not, is seemed to him that it was che duty of 
Congress to give thas paper as much value as 
posdbie He devired the amount of legal 

nders now in circulation to remain as at pres- 
He looked upon en contraction of the 
currency as rainous to the country. He thought 
the bill submitted by bim could be explained as 
the ouly measure which could possibly lead to 
resumption, aud at the proper time he would 
endeavor to explain it. 

Mr. Morrili (Vermont) said he would not dis, 
cuss the measure now, but after the statement 
of the Senator from Missouri (Bugy) he ( Morrill) 
deemed it proper to make a couuter-statement 
It was Ar clear that the measure which 
the Senator proposed would be one of 
contraction.

It seems that Mr. Murry Netson has de- 
termined to contest the election of CLEARY 
and Moor to the County Board, and has filed 
bills in the County Court for that purpose.

Counting only the legal 
votes cast, there is no doubt whatever that he 
was elected by a handsome majority, and 
should have his seat. 


SOME MODIFICATIONS OF THE. PRESI 
DENTS FLAN OF RESUMPTION. 

It is only fair to the intelligence and hon- 
esty of the American people to assame that 
the great majority of them desire as speedy a 
return to a steady, uniform, and universally 
recognized currency as can be secured with- 
out any violent rupture im the existing rela- 
tions between debtor and creditor or serious 
disturbance in the financier, status of the 
country. The number of these so depraved 
as to favor the retention cf a vacillating and 
ilusive currency for the political benefit of 
dernagogues and the financial advan- 
tages of speculators, a ad of those so. ignorant 
as to be misled ‘py their wild vagaries, 
is comparatively e mall. The fotmidable 
resistance encounteged by all plans of re- 
sum ption is not from the blatant and mean- 
ingless ravings of the shinplaster advocates, 
but from the wide-spread apprehension of 
the business cominunity that there can be no 
resumption withcrut a shock, and the natural 
tendency to postpone a disagreéable necessi- 
ty as long as possible. If we are right in this 
view, then it only remains for Congress to 
prepare for resumption in such a manner as 
will avoid the evils and trials that are popu- 
larly apprehended. To the extent that the 
natural laws have been violated there must 
be some penalty, and it will not be possible 
to resume our normal financial condition 
without some suffering for the abnormal de- 
par ture from its fixed and natural lawa. But 
it is the obvious duty and the first duty of 
Congress to adopt that plan of resumption 
which shall bring it about aw the earliest mo- 
ment with the least strain upon the public 
confidence and business. 

With this end in view, we have outlined 
the plan suggested by the President and Sec- 
rrgs4 of the Treasury, who agree materially 
on the following points: (1) Repeal of the 
Legal-Tender act as to all debts contracted 
After Jan. 1, 1877; (2) the redemption of 
greenbacks by a lon;z-term, 3.65 gold bond at 
the rate of $2,000,000 a month; and (3) an 
accumulation of gold for full resumption on 
Jan. 1, 1879, by bacreasing the revenues as 
well as by sellirig bonds. This is the plan 
which the Presid ent and Secretary commend 
to Congress, not as the only nor even the best 
plan that can bes adopted, but for considera- 
tion, unless Cow gress can suggest an improve- 
ment with the jourpose of resumption stead- 
ily and effectively in view. It is in the same 
spirit that we have commended the plan in a 
general way, ‘the combined effect of which 
could not fail to improve the existing condi- 
tion of things. But one criticism has oc- 
curred to us wliich, in turn, suggests a modifi- 
cation of the plan and a more strict ad- 
herence to the ideas advanced by Tux Trrz- 
une heretafore in the same direction.

The plan recommended by the President 
should be so modified, therefore, as to avoid 
these two serious objections; and it can 


be done, we believe, in the following manner: 

1. Take away the proposed limitation of 
$2,000,000 monthly, and take up all the 
greenbacks offered at the Treasury with 
twenty or thirty-year gold bonds at 3.65 per 
cent interest, issued in denominations vary- 
ing from $50 to $1,000. This is, in one 
sense, immediate redemption; in another, 
| resumption at the end of twenty years. 
Meanwhile it is giving a definite obligation 
for our indefinite promise to pay, and an 
interest-bearing note instead of a note which 
bears no interest. It will be an improved 
security which, other things being equal, 
will be eagerly sought by all holders of green- 
backs and the masses of the people. It wil!

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demption bonds precisely upon the same 
status as the greenbacks, viz.: That they 
shall be receivable for all debts contracted” 
prior to Jan. 1, 1877. With this character 
there will be no hesitation on the part of the 
holders of greenbacks to convert them into 
the redemption bonds and draw the interest 
thereon. Greenbacks having been retired by 
this process, the redemption bonds will be 
used in the payment of all debts contracted 
prior to Jan. 1, 1877, will be held in reserve 
by the banks as the greenbacks now are for 
the redemption of their old notes, and will be 
a circulating medium at what they are worth, 
the demand and use for which will gradually 
decrease from Jan. 1, 1877, on and after 
which all debts will be contracted and pay- 
able on a gold standard. 

8. If there remain at the end of three 
years—viz.: Jan. 1, 1879—any greenbacks 
which have not sought conversion in the 3.65 
redemption bonds, let them be redeemed in 
gold at the Treasury according to the promise 
of the existing law. The strong probability 
is, that the amount of unredeemed greenbacks 
will be so small that the ordinary specie ac- 
oumulation in the Treasury will be equal to 
their redemption, and it will not be neces- 
sary to obtain gold for redemption purposes 
by the sale of 5 per cent bonds. The atttac- 
tion to exchange greenbacks for the 3,65 re- 
demption bonds (the latter being legal-tender 
as to all old debts) will be so great that bank- 
ers, railroad companies, merchants, all finan- 
cial institutions and business enterprises 
which keep greenbacks as reserves, or for 
dividends, or for future payments, will con- 
vert their greenbacks on hand into redemption 
bonds as rapidly as they can. | 

4. The result of this combination will be 
that practical resumption will date from Jan. 
1, 1877, after which all contracts and ex- 
changes will be on a specie basis. The old 
debts will be paid in the legal-tender redemp- 
tion bonds, which will be receivable for the 
new debts only for their current value in 
gold, as English consols or any other na- 
tional obligations bearing a low rate of inter- 
est. The specie will come out as a circulating 
medium in proportion to the demand; prices 


000.a year to the Treasury. They were ro- 
pealed, not to cheapen these commodities to 
the consumer, but to deprive the Government 
of this amount of revenue, and so compel it 
to levy other taxes that would protect“ 
some manufacturing dlique. When this was 
done, the Democratic minority in the House 
voted meanly and sheepishly for it.

The repeal of the duties on tea and coffee has 
not saved a cent to the consumer. When we 
took off the import taxes, China, Japan, 
Brazil, and Cuba put on increased export 
taxes. We still pay the $18,000,000, but 
it goes, not to our own Government, 
but. to the support of Spain and other 
foreign countries. If we restore our 
old taxes, these countries will have 
to, repel their new ones, for otherwise the 
diminished demand here would diminish their 
exports. If the Democrats have been honest 
in their professions of the past, they will re- 
peal the recent 10 per cent increase im cus- 
toms, greatly reduce the duties on all raw 
materials, extend the free list, and restore 
the purely revenue tax on tea and coffee. 
But the hypothesis of their honesty is a 
dubious one. 


THE NEW BISHOP. 

The great agony is over, and the third 
Bishop of Illinois has been ‘consecrated with 
due form and befitting pageant in the Cathe- 
dral which has Perzr and Pau for its patron 
saints. There were floral decorations of 
‘great beauty and costliness, and the heavy. 
fog-laden atmosphere with its snicidal sug- 
gestions were forgotten in the wilderness of 
gorgeous flowers which transformed the 
Cathedral into a temple fit for the coronation 
of the goddess of spring. There was an im- 
posing procession of laymen, clergy, Presby- 
ters, Bishops, Vergers, and Canons, with a 
last man in it who was as stately as the first 
man, with gilded sticks and all the insignia 
and vestment of office. Musie lent its in- 
spiring influence with chants and psalms, 
Gloria and Te Deum, and the massive cho- 
ruses from the great oratorios. All good 
Episcopalians, whether of High Church or of 
Low Church, whatever their views upon the 


will be adjusted accordingly; and gold can be 
retained and secured in any amount equal to 
the actual demand and necessities therefor. | 
There will be no longer a baser currency to | 
drive it out of the country, and it will come 
from other countries to the extent that we 
have commodities to offer in exchange for it. 

5. There would be by this plan no breaking 
up of the National Banking system as it is 
now organized. The banks would redeem 
their notes issued prior to Jan. 1, 1877, in 
the redemption legal-tender bonds; after 
that date their reserves would be in gold or 
gold bonds, instead of greenbacks as at pres- 
ent, and they would only issue notes to the 
extent that they would be able to take care of 
them, and in answer to any demand that 
would make them profitable. These notes 
would be secured then as now by the deposit 
of United States bonds, and the only differ- 
ence would be that the private capital of the 
country instead of the Government credit 
would furnish the circulating medium of this 
country as in the rest of the civilized world 
where paper money is at par. 

The principal advantages which this plan 
has over the plan as stated by the President 
is twofold, viz.: (1) It saves the country 
the payment of a larger rate of interest to se- 
eure the gold for redemption in a lump, and 
also the derangement which the withdrawal 
of a large amount of specie for a long time 
from the markets of the world would cause; 
and (2) it gives no sudden shock, causes no 
perceptible disturbance, and does not require 
the present debtors to pay from 18 to 20 per 
cent more in the discharge of their obliga- 


tions than they received in value at the time 
their debts were contracted. Thus the great 
objection to resumption is removed, and the | 
common boon of a uniform and fixed cur- 
rency obtained without oppressing one class 
for the benefit of another. For the rest, it is 
a simple and easy modification. of the plan 
proposed by the President ; and, in default of 
any reasonable objection to it, would be bet- 
ter for a first trial than the Secretary of the 
Treasury's suggestion in its original shape. 


WHAT WILL THE DEMOCRATS Do? 

The tariff looms up again as a theme of 
political debate in Congress. The President 
and the Secretary of the Treasury have both 
urged it upon the consideration of Congress-~ 
men. What are they going to do about it f 
The Democratic party professes to believe in 
the doctrine of revenue reform. If that pro- 


fession is anything more than a pretense, 
anything more than a trick, anything more 
than a fraudulent sham, some important 
steps towards a tariff for révenue alone will 
be taken during this session of Congress. 
What is wanted is not theory and pretense, 
but practice; not talk, but action. The 
Democrats have nearly two-thirds of the 
House, and the vote of their Senators, wit}, 
that of the Revenue-Reform Republicans in 
the Senate, can carry any law for a readjrist- 
ment of duties through that body. The 
President's message shows that Gen. Grant 
will certainly approve a law restor/ng the 
purely revenue taxes on tea and cr ffee and 
another removing or greatly redricing the 
duties on the raw materials of our manufac- 


furnished the necessary data fr intelligent 
legislation on the* subject. in his report. 
What will the Democrats (io ? , 

Oue of the last acts of the last Congress 
was to increase all the protective duties 10 
per cent all around. This has led to no in- 
crease of revenue, but to a loss of nearly 
$6,000,000. It was ne.t designed or intend- 
ed by its advocates to ‘increase the revenue. 
Its promoters had vo such thought. What 
they wished to do v as to enable a favored 
class of “ protec’ ed” manufacturers and 
middlemen to get higher prices from the 
people for go s on hand and for goods 
thereafter to “be manufactured. The law 
was intended to benefit, not the Government, 
not the mas es, but special classes of per- 
sons. It we nt far to prohibit importation as 
well as to d acrease smuggling and adultera- 
tion. It has ccst the Treasury six millions 
of dollan;, and has given the people, as con- 
tradistinguished from a few tariff-robbers, 
not a nt. It has not bettered the times or 
increased employment, but it has made it 
more costly and difficult for the laboring 
classes to live. The interests of toiling mill- 
ions demand a remodeling of the tariff; the 
interests of the Treasury, depleted by the 
law as it stands, demand it. And the re- 
duction should not stop here. The raw ma 
terials of manufactures should be admitted, 
as far as possible, free. This is the way to 
encourage manufacturing industry, to enable

THE GREAT AMEBICAN OSTRICH. 

We publish herewith another letter from 
Mr. S. D. Carnrznrer, of Madison, Wis. In 
this asin the preceding epistle, published 
Tuesday morning, he persistently refuses to 
look at the problem which is fatal to the 
scheme of his faction, and so simulates the 
bird that sticks its head in the sand and fan- 
cies that the danger it will not.see no longer 
exists. The problem we put was this: How 
shall our merchants convert the irredeemable 


goods into gold, in order to renew their 
stocks of tea, coffee, sugar, molasses, India- 
rubber, silks, tin, quinine, drugs, chemicals, 
dyes, tropical fruits, and a thousand 
other commodities. not produced in 
this country? The merchants and traders of 
foreign nations will not accept. our redemp- 
tionless shinplasters for their goods. This 
kind of scrip, which may be forced on Amer- 
ican creditors as legal-tenders in payment of 
debts, is no legal-tender in our foreign com- 
merce. At present, and ever since the Legal- 
Tender act was passed, some thirteen or 
more years ago, the gold-brokers have bought 
the legal-tenders at an ever-varying discount 
from the merchants who had received them 
from the consumers of their goods, and the 
price in gold thus paid for the legal-tenders 
fixed and determined their value or pur- 
chasing power. At times, less than 40 
cents was paid for them; 
about 86 or 87. vents is their value. When- 
ever the Goverment adopts the principle of 
the “Independent party,” and declares that 
the legal-ten@.ers are never to be redeemed, 
that they are not promises to pay money but 
money itself, then their value must neces- 
sarily drop down to what they will be worth 
for debt-paying purposes, and that will de- 
pend on the quantity in circulation. The 
more of them that is issued the less they will 
be worth. To abolish the National Banks, 
and add thdr circulation to the greenbacks, 
and at the ame time abandon the promise of 
ultimate recemption, and it is not likely that 
the gold-brokers will give 20 cents on the 
dollar for thom.

A green- 
back which had no claance of redemption 
could not be sold for much gold, so that the 
Government could nat exehange the currency 
received for import-duties for wherewithal to 
pay its interest, except at an enormous loss. 
It could keep on selfing gold-bonds to raise 
coin to pay interest, for the debt would then 
increase at the rite of over $100,000,000 a 
year, and this wsuld involve speedy bank- 
ruptcy and rppudiation, Mr. Canpzn- 
rexn’s plan of an irredeemable “money” 
receivable for customs, therefore, so far 
from enabling merchants to exchange the 
national curren cy for gold at par and so ef.

‘GAMBLING. 


Only one thing W easier than to make 


money in stock speculations,—and that is to 
lose it. Numbers of the stock-jobbers in 
Wall street are advertising all through the 
press of the country about the enormous 
fortunes that can be made in puts and calls. 
The inexperienced are plied with seductive 
promises of $25,000 profit from the invest- 
paent of $100, and of a moderate compe- 
tency oat of the venture of $25, $10, or even 
$15. No sum is too small for the remorse- 
less cupidity of these stock stool-pigeons. 
these men know, and are fond of saying to 
each, other, that outsiders always lose money 
in Wall street. Ilie seeret of the present 
c lu norous solicitation to outsiders to come in 
and make $25,000 or so from the investment 
of their spare nickels is that Wall street was 
nisver so bare as it is now of amateur opera- 
tors. The experts are left to operate on one 
aiother, and know the game too well for mu- 
tual advantage. They must have some sim- 
płer prey, and advertise in hopes of inducing 
that part of the gullible publie which will 
gar able as far as Wall street and stop short 
of the faro table to give them a livelihood. 
Tie two great centres of this form of rob- 
bery are New York and London. The New 
Y ork Herald of the 5th inst. says: 

It is an exiom in Wall street that outsiders always 
lose money. If there are exceptions, their existence 
simply proves the rule. Men with little money came 
into Wall street impressed with the hope and belief 
that they could make u fortune by one grand cour, 
They left it generally minus their money and not in- 
frequently in debt. If no positive losses were made 
in stock trapsactions, the broker’s commission was a 
cancer that gnawed upeasily at their substance. 

The last London Iimes received alludes to 
the same same topic in language equally 
strong: 

It is a serious thing to contemplate the Stock Ex- 
change of London as thus, not as aceatre where 
eound investing business is done, but a gambling 
rena where the foolish outsider is as certain to lose 
his money as if he trusted it to an advertising book. 
raaker. While dealers amd brokers, aided by ad- 
venturers, who were either their tools, their decoys, 
or the reason of their existence, bave been making 
fortunes out of these miserable products of perverted 
ingenuity, the public have been losing, and the quiet, 
unpretentious broker has been pushed aside and al- 
most threatened with ext'nction un ess he will con- 
sent to embark in the same career of speculation. It 
has become impossib e for an honest man to guide or 
advise his clients as heretofore amid the whirligig 
that this state of affairs has produced, when, the next 
hour, or the next day, his advice may be falsified by 


the course of the gambling. In the meantime, what- 
ever the gamb‘ers have lost between themselves has 
merely been some part of the general winnings from 
the pviblic. 

It is given to few men to understand as 


much as their own business, Still more 
restr cted is the supply of those who can at- 
tend. to more than that. Better leave Wall 
striet to Wall street. 


THE TRAMP-NUISANCE. 

The people of Ohio are taking hold of the 
‘* tramp”-nuisapce question in a very vigorous 
and practical manner, and at the Convention 
held in Columbus day before yesterday 
adopted measures which, if put into speedy 
and complete operation, will solve the prob- 
lem so far as Ohio is concerned, and relieve 
the people of thet State from supporting 
able-bodied vagrants any longer. The reso- 
lutions which were adopted suggest that each 
locality shall, in the first instance, look after 
its own vagabonds, so as to prevent tramping 
as far as possib’e; that employment of a re- 
munerative ch: racter shall be furnished to 
tramps by the establishment of workhouses 
sufficiently large to maintain them in all 
cities and towns; that magistrates shall be 
given authority to arrest all vagrants and 
commit them to the workhouses; that the 
practice of giving them free transportion shail 
be stopped; and that, after the workhouses 
are in operation, private charity to this class 
shall cease. These reaolutions go to the very 
root of the trouble, and if they are put in 
practical operation they will abate the evil of 
tram ping. 
The tramp was originally a product of 
New England and New York, and in those 
sections he still flourishes and obtains sub- 
sistence without work. At first the tramps 
were people who were too proud to go to the

Other places in New 
England have adopted the same method of 
dealing with them, snd it has proved success- 
ful in each instance. Finding that their oc- 
cupation is likely to be distarbed in that part 
of the country, they have commenced. emi- 
grating to the West. They have already reached 
Ohio and Indiana, and we shall ere long have 
the curse within our on borders. Cleveland 
has taken time by the forelock and passed a 
“ tramp-ordinance ” which is said to work ad- 
mirably. The arrangements which have been 
made for the entertainment of tramps are 
thus described by the Herald of that city: 

The Street Coremissioner will call at the police sta- 
tion each morning and receive a list of the men who 
are to apply ther muscle to the cleaning of the 
streets. He will then march them to the Bethel, where 
they will be furnished a breakfast at the cost of the 
city. They will then be taken to work in gangs, aud 
allowed to apply the hos until ditiner time, Ths 
moraing’s move in the line of the Bothel will be au u 
taken up, and after dinner another chance for dig 
ging and scraping will be ia order, After supper thoy 
will return to Poverty Barn ani drop awiy to slumber 
with the feeling that some of them, for the first time 
m many days, have e:rued their board and lodziag. 

Cleveland has solved the question. Work 
is the remedy which will cure the tramp-dis- 
ease in every instance. It has never been 
known to fail; and every city’ and town in 
the West should take measures to set these 
lazy, dissolute, worthless, able-bodied va- 
grants at work and make them earn their 
living. If it is not done, and done speedily, 
the West will swarm with them. There is 
plenty of work, for the roads are in bad con- 
dition all over the West. There are only two 
essentials necessary,—first, to stop private 
charities to wandering beggars; and, second, 
to provide the work for.them to do, and sure 
means for compelling them to doit. A vig- 
orous dose of this medicine will relieve any 
city of town in the West of tramps ina 
month's time. 


The London Times takes the following view 
of the President s reference to Spain and 
Cuba in his message : 

If Spain cannot suppress the Cuban rebels, if the 
island must be half ruined while she holds it, if she 
will not put an end to that institution which is the 
main source of disturbince, it would be hard to expect 
the United Stat to let the work of devastation pro- 
ceed unchecked mercly out of regard to the nominal 
sovereignty of Spam. Spain is on trial, The limits 
of her power to restore order will be the linmsits of her 
rights. 

The comment of the Times goes to show 
that England is as desirous as the United 
States that this war of mutual assassination 
and extermination shall cease both on ac- 
count of her commercial relations and the 
money she has invested there and in the in- 
terests of common humanity. It further- 
more goes to show that if the time shall 
come when the United States will be com- 
pelled to interfere in this contest, to take the 
two combatants by the ears and separate 
them and remand Spain to her place on the 
other side of the ocean, with instructions to 
stay there, there will be no opposition from 
any European power, but, on fhe other hand, 
if necessary some of those powers will join 
with the United States. That such a time 
must speedily come is inevitable. The United 
States must intervene in the interests of hu- 
manity, in the interests of her own invest- 
ments, to preserve her commercial relations, 
to preserve what little is left of the island 
from ultimate destruction, to stop the in- 
cessant drain of gold from this country, and 
to put Spain where she belongs.

The trials of the alleged corrupt election 
judges and of the murderer Davis will take 
place next week.

In the meavtime my disa- 
freeable neighbors were making things 
6 «uupleasant as they possiliy coul 
and, as acoveequeut result, a compulsory ap- 
pearance before a Hyde Park Justice, and the 
payment of #15 and costs asa fine imposed ou 
me by that legal inminary for having broken an 
oidipance of che famous towushio, was the first 
coil of the web in whicu they were encircling me. 
Iwo ed as 8; eedily as I could toa more friendly 
location, and considered that the sacritices of 
money aud time. and ibe annoyances suffered, 
more than vindicated the law aud satisfied tue 
exactions of my former neighbors. Not so, 
ho ever, as I was eon alter couvinced by being 
summoned to answer in the Superior Cou ¢ the 
suit of Isabel a ‘Terhune for 810.000 for defama- 
tion of characiet. To this I flied auswer by at- 
torney, and thereby put the matter at rest 
for a time, during which, however, I 
was approached by plaintiff's ut:orneys, 
who offered to compromise.the matter for the 
sum of $200. This occurred at the Stock-Yarda, 
waere I was doing some business at the time, 
aud, as the offer was not accepted by me, the 
suit, of course, went on, aod was called up for 
bearing durmg one of the terms of this fall, 
— 2 the plaintiff got judgmeut by default for 


When the case reached this stage no further 
action was taken uotil my name iatelv a pear- 
ed in the city papers as bondsman for the bail of 
M. J. Cabill on a bond for $10,000. This sum 
was exactly $9,000 in excess of the bail given for 
M. J. Cahbi:l’s liberation, which was fixed by 
Judge Rogers at $1,000, with W.J. Maskeil as 
the sworn responsible man on the bond, and 1 
as technical unswoin bondsman to simply com- 
piy witu the legal requirements ot the statute, 
which makes it necessary to have two men ou a 
bond. 

The erroveous addition by the city press of 
the cipber to the 1 respectable sum of 
$1,000 at once transformed it into the S nd“ 
$10,000, which excited beyond measure the un- 
just avarice and legal cupidity of my former 
neighbors and their lawvers(?). Forthwith 
they went and swore I was about to leave the 
couutry. and obtained a writ of ca sa for my ar 
rest, and placed the document in the hands of 
an officer, telling him it was only neces:ary to 
apprehend me when I would immediately hand 
over the $3,166 in gre*pbacks. and, singular as 
it may seem, One ot these la wyers accompanied 
the oilicer to my house on Saturday night to re- 
ceive and count the money and release me from 
custody in coovideration thereof. Ihe green- 
backs were not forthcoming as anticipated, and 
I was torn from my family and lodged in prison, 
— prisoner without a crime, an injured man 
without redress, and a victim of injustice in ite 
worst form.

Story of a Man Who Escaped 


from {ts Walls, 


What He Has to Say. About the Treat- 
ment of Patients. 


Quality of the Food Given Them---How 
the Keepers Amuse Themselves,

Many rumors have been current of late in ro- 
gard to the management of affairs at the County 
Insane Asylum at Jefferson. The Medical Su- 
perintendent has been accused of neglect of 
duty, and the attendants of general brutal be- 
havior toward the patients. It 1s difficult to ob- 
tain a correct view of the inner working of the 
institatiou from visite thereto. When county 
comm)ttees have determioed to investigate mat- 
ters, and have apprised the reporters of such de- 
termination, ou visiting the asylum everything is 
foucd shipshape, and the officials eeem to vie 
with each other ip sol citous attention to the un- 
fortuvates under their cnarge.

It is uoth. og but screaming, and bowling, and 
cursing all day jong, evouga to drive au, bod 
out of bis seuses.. I was put there to pum 
me, aod it wae as bad a puvtsbment asl ever 
had, both because of the bolse and because I had 
to see he poor crazy fellows beaten, and abused, 
and kuccked around when they bad not the 
sense to kuow whether they were dving rurut or 
wrong. I have seen a keeper jump ou to ~ man 
aod pouod aud kick him al@vet for a word. 
Ihe window of the cel! I »as iu faced the grave- 
yard, and next day icould no belp thivkiug that 
if 1 bad died unger bei brutalty 1 shouid have 
deen diacged there with a yoke of oxen, and 
that would be the last of me. I was very sick, 
and could not help these gloomy reflections. 1 


was iv such a stase that 1 ut I was dying.

THE FOOD. 

R.—What kind of tood do they give the pa- 
tients ? 

A n the morning we got a piece of poor boil- 
ed beet, some dry bread, and a cup of sirong, 
mi-e able cottee. At diover-time they gave 
us sou» and bread. and for supper we usually 
got nothiug but dry bread apd a cup of tes. 
Sometimes they gave os dried spoles, without 
sugar or sweeteuing. No salt was furnished us, 
aithoogh 1 understacd it was in the establish- 
meut. Sometimes we got a little hominy. 

MALTREATMEAT. 

R.—How did the Wardens afterwards treat you 
and the other patients? 

A. Tueir treatment was cruel enough to make 
the sanest mao mad. Some of the patients were 
afraid of them, aud used to get ow their knees to 
speak to them, I saw more Rocking down and 
kicuing there Man ever I saw in my life before. 

B.—How long did you stay io that ward? 

A.—About two months altogether, but I was 
not bandoutfed all the time. 

R.—What kind of a place ie it? 

A.—Muserably dirty, and the habits of the 
tients, who are the worst in the asylum, are dis 
agreeable in the extreme.

THE LATTER PORTION OF YOUR STAX? 

A.—Ia the upper ward, which is where the 
best patieuts are kept, and which is conipara- 
tively comfortable. There is a readiug-rvom at- 
tached, but it is httle better than a saloon all 
day. There are no books or papers, and no 
minister ever goes there to tala with the pa- 
tlents. The atvendante make this room their 
resort, and play cards aod curse aud swear a: a 
fearful ra-e all dav long. 

R.—Do the atteudauts driuk? 

A.—They do, but pot openly. I attended to 
the waid master’s beds and saw empty bottles, 
dirty glasses, and the other signa of liquor- 
diinking every morving. Ooce week they have 
a dance, Which is attended by s number of fe- 
males in the neighborhood, and a regular spree
